Shetland is rather a remote corner of | 
a world, 7] — not wonder if 

e@ majority o e know very | 
little about it. Many’ of ou have 
heard no doubt of Odin, the Scandi- 
navian god. Well, itis supposed that | 
when he and his followers travelled up 
from the Caucasian Mountains north- 
ward to Norway and Sweden, they took . 
with them anumber of small Cossack 
horses, and that some of these found their | 
way to Shetland, for the Shetland ponies 
very closely resemble the small horses | 
of certain parts of Noriway. 

Shetland ponies are chiefly remark- 


| able for their small size and their

In his native home a Shetland pony 
rarely has the snug quarters which he 
usually finds when he is taken socth 
and becomes the riding-horse of some 
little boy or girl. 

He has frequently to endure cold,

need, therefore, for his rough, shaggy | 
coat and his hardy little frame. ‘They 
enable him to endure privation and 
hardship which would speedily over- 
come animals that are much larger and 
stronger in appearance. |

Almost every family in Shetland owns 
two, three or more ponies, which are 
used for all purposes of draught and 
carriage, for bringing the farm produce | 
—corn, hay, potatoes and the rest—as 
well as for riding. If a Shetlander has | 
no cart he slings a couple of wicker | 
baskets over his pony's back, in which | 
basket he places his marketing, or his 
load of peat, or clods of dried turf, | 
which form so large a part of his winter | 
fuel. 

We call these little animals ponies, 
and rightly, but the Shetlanders always | 
~peak of them as horses, for the good | 
i-ason, I suppose, that they are almost | 
the only horses they know. They are | 
on Shetland, anative of the island, in | 
speaking of the ponies, says: “ All 
sorts of pretty and uncommon names | 
are chosen fer them. Some of them 
develop a great fondness for sweet 
meats, for which they will seek the | 
hard that caresses them. One of these | 
animals, when on a journey, will every 
quarter of an hour or so turn his head 
round to his rider, seeking the bit of | 
biscuit which is always provided for 
him 

Altogether, the Shetlanders would do 
very badly without their sturdy, useful 
little horses, and when the ponies are 
taken far south to England, oy to | 
countries much farther away still, their | 
value by no means diminishes. bm 4 | 
find homes among the rich of the land, 
become the pets on many a home farm 
and country house, and boys and girls, 
whatever their condition or circum- 
stances, think themselves fortunate in 
possessing a Shetland pony. 

In America we have large numbers of | 
Shetland ponies, and at the horse show 
recently held in New York City thou- 
sands of visitors flocked tothe stalls | 
where these cunning little animals wera 
placed on exhibition. The specimen’ 
prize offered for the best and smallest | 
Shetland pony was awarded to Midget, | 
a beautiful little creature, black as a | 
coal and only thirty-eight inches in 
height, or about as large as some of the | 
Newfoundland dogs with which we are | 
familiar.—Harpers Young People.

| mon salt is the most widely distributed 


substance in the body; it exists inevery 
fluid and in every solid ; and not only is 
everywhere present, but in almost every 
part it constitutes the largest portion of 
the ash when any tissue is burnt. In 


| particular it is aconstant constituent of 


the blood, and it maintains in it a propor- 
tion that is almost wholly independent 
of the quantity that is eonsumed with 
the food. The blood will take up so 


,; much and no more, however much we 


may take with our focd; and, on the 
other hand, if nove be given, the blood 


| parts with its natural quantity slowly 


and unwillingly. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances a healthy man loses daily 
about twelve grains by one channel or 
the other, and if he is to: maintain his 
health that quantity is to be introduced, 


| Common salt is of immense importance in 


the processes ministering to the nutri- 
tion of the body, for not only is it the 
chief saltin the gastric juice, and essen- 


| tial for the formation of bile, and may 


heuee be reasonably regarded as of high 
value in digestion. but 1t is an important 
event in promoting the processes of 


ss the decomposition of the al- 
yuumen in the body, acting probably by 
the trans- 
mission of tluds from cell to cell. No- 
thing can demonstrate its value better 
than the fact that if albumen without 
salt is introduced into the intestines of 
an animal, no portion of itis absorbed, 
while it all quickly disappearsif salt be 
added. Ii any further evidence were 
required it could be found in the power- 
ful instinct which impels animals to 
obtain salt.

cow, as the tenacity with which she 
makes milk is the great secret of her 
value. She is the most wonderful but- 
ter-making animal known to man, 
Other kinds of cattle run to beef, but | 
the Jersey so assimilates her food that 
the globules which might make becf 
flow in her milk, and hence the ex- 
traordinary production of some of these 
' cows, and their high prices in a country 
> where the chemist has been at work 
with butter, and has given us various 
| forms of waggon grease and coal tar in- 
stead of the Alderney produce. 
The importation of Jersey cattle into 
the United States began about seven 
years before the war. It has gone on 
with such enthusiasm that we now have 
about 21,000 Jerseys, either imported or 
born here, every one of which is regis- 
tered in the Jersey herd-book, that is 
!now assuming the proportions of @ 

library. The Jersey cattle—by which 

general name is meant cattle of Jersey, 
| Sark and Alderney—improve in this 
| country over their condition in their 
| native islands, and they make more 
}cream and butter, and thrive wonder- 
fully. They are distributed over the 
entire country. They are generally of 
a fawn color, with rather dark gray or 
blackish faces ; the cows are very gentle 
aud the bulls vicious. 

I was interested in two things in this 
stable. Inthe first place the cream 
which is run by a steam 
engine, revolves with enormous rapidity, 
optace 


cows, which are carefully 


| washed once or twice a day by means of 


brushes operated by the engine. The 
| cow, bull or calf is brought forward and

‘Massive earthworks and 
miles of masonry crown the hills about 
and render the place apparently im- 
| pregnable against the foe. ; 
| _ ‘The Channel Islands, and particularly 
Jersey, possess much of interest for the 
‘stranger, but the crowning glory of 
| Jersey isthe beauty of her women. For 
| general comeliness they would readily 
awarded a prize in any competition 
of feminine grace. Rare, creamy com- 
| plexions that would put the bloom on 
| the peach to blush, figures made grace- 
ful and sinewy by bodily toil, witb

How Great Judges Make Invalid Wills. 


In the case of the Earl of Cottenbam 
v. Pepys, another illustration of the mis- 
fortune which proverbially overtakes 
the wills of great lawyers, came before 
Mr. Justice Chitty in the Chancery 
Division yesterday. It wiil be rernem- 


bered that the will of the late Lord St. | 


Leonards was never found after his 
death, notwithstanding that the ex- 
Lord Chancellor was ever pointing out 
in the numerous editions of his popular 
legal handbook the necessity of testa- 
tors taking special precautions for the 
preservation of wills. 

The late Lord Westbury, again, took 
upon himself to alter the will prepared 
for him by one of the greatest and best 
known conveyancers of hisday, namely, 
the late Vice-Chancellor Hall, aud such 
alterations gave rise to an important 
and difficult qacetion om the law of 
election. 

The present action was one having 
among its objects that of the adminis- 


tration of the will ofthe Lord Chancellor, | 


Lord Cottenham. The will was in the 
hand-writing of his lordship, and by 1 he 
authorized his trustees MS invest his 
personal estate ‘as they might think 
most beneficial for his family or estate, 
including all personal securities, except 
in aid of others.” ‘The question arose 
whether this direetion authorized the 
trustees to retain among the invest- 
ments certain shares of a life assurauce 
ottice, canal shares, te. Mr. Justice 
Chitty made an order enabling the 
trustees to retain all the shares. 

It is worthy of remark that the Mas- 
ter of the Rolls was called upon during 
2 period of three or four years, to decide 
npon cases involving the testar. ‘ary 
dispositions of three Lord Chancellors.

Qhe Substance of the Emancipation Act, 
Reeently Passed. 


’ The fear that the Government Slave 
bil! would again fail of enactment in 
the Brazilian Senate and Chamber of 
Deputies this year, as it did last. has 
proved unfounded. The measure has 
_ been passed by both branches, and thus 
| @ law more important, perhaps, for the 
future of the Empire than any that haa 
'neen placed on the statute books during 
she last ten years will presi iuably go 
into operation. 

The general features of the new 
Emancipation act have been made 
somewhat familiar by its discussion | 

| during the last twelve months. Pre- 
suming that it remains substantially as | 
it reached its final stage, it frees at once 
slaves who have already reached or 
passed the age of sixty, while all who | 
may bereefter attain that age thereby | 
become freemen. It requires a new | 
registry of all slaves, and sets certain 
values on them for purposes of emanci- ; 
pation, depending on age. It creates @ 
new fund for purchasing  free- | 
doms, chiefly by an_ extra tax) 
of five per cent. on all sources of | 
taxation except exports, while keeping | 
up the existing fund derived from 
yarious sources. It provides for the | 
eare of aged or sick slaves by their | 
masters and obliges the freedmen to | 
work fora certain number of years | 
under certain conditions after emanci- 
pation and in the local ty where they | 
may have been freed. It also encourages 
immediate emancipation by giving half 
the registered value of slaves to the | 
lanter who will exact only five years’ 
additional service in payment of the 
other half. Various provisions relate to 
freeing old slaves, providing free labor 
at the Government's expense, and so | 
on. Itis, in short, a comprehensive | 
and elaborate measure, which was dis- | 
cussed at last year's extraordinarf | 
session, May 20. The voting on it ig | 
the Chamber of Deputies began early in | 
July, and the interests involved in it. | 
financial and agricultural, were so great | 
that it was at one time feared that it 
| would go over to another year.

- NOT A WIDOW. * 


Divorce Dissolves the Marriage Contract 
aud Ends the Marriage Kelations. 

A wife obtains a divorce from her 
ausband, and subsequently the lus 
band dies: is she his widow, entitled te 
ashare of his personal e-tate? This 
guestion has recently been decided in 
the negative by the General Term of 
the Supreme Court in the Fifth Depart- 
nent of this State. The court olds 
that the decree of divorce dissolves the 
marriage contract and ends the mar- 
| riage relation. When the man dies the 
| woman is not his wife: consequently 

she is not his widow after his death. 
, To the argument that the law was not 
intended to deprive an innocent wife 
divorced from a guilty husband of her 
phare in his property, the reply is mado 
that the apparent injustice is remedied 
by the alimony allowed her. 

This decision applies to personal prop- 
erty. Ithas been held in ths State 
that a divorce obtained by the wife does 
not cut off her right of dower in his 
real estate acquired during their mar- 
ried life.

| QUEEN VICTORIA’S BOOK. 


DIARY OF A TRIP WITH HER “SIX | 
ORPHANS” TO THE HIGHLANDS. 


BDeccribing the Picncures of ber Children 
and Demestics aud her ewn Serrew 
Over the Death of ber ~ Darling Heo 
band” —A Tribate te BMenest and 
Faithful John Brown—A Portrayal of 
Mer Majesty's Demestic Life—The 


The Queen's book, which was recently 
distributed to the press, consists of a 
disconnected diary from Aug. 21, 1862, 
to September, 1882, with a long gap 
from October, 1879, to the final date, 
covering the period of transition from 
the administration of Lord Beaconsfield 
to that of Mr. Gladstone. The entire | 
book 1s devoted to domestic and family 
affairs. Political allusions are only in- | 
cidental. The illustrations include por- 
traits of the Queen and of the Princess 
Eleanor, Louise and Beatrice. There is 
also u portrait of Grant, the Queen's | 
body-servant, and one of her attendant, 
John Brown. There are pictures, too, 
of the Queen's collic dogs, Sharp and | 
Noble, and several views of scenes in | 
the Highlands from sketches by the 
Princess Beatrice. 


says: “ Remembering the feeling with | 
which cur ‘ Life in the Highlands’ was 
received, the writer thinks the prescut 
volume may equally evoke sympathy, 
as, while dinette a very altered lite, | 
it shows how her sad and suffcring heart 
was soothed and cheered by the excur- | 
sions and incidents it recounts, as well 
as by the simple mountaineers trom: whom 
she learned many lessons of resignation | 
and faith in the qniet of the beautital | 
highlands.” | 
After the dedication to the loyal High- | 
landers, and especially to the memory of | 
her faithful attendant and frieud, John | 
Brown, the diary opens with the build- | 
ing of the memorial cairn in honor of | 


the Prince Consort. It reads: 


We started off in a little pony chair, 
led by Brown, Jiertie (the Prince of | 
Wales) in front. Eleanor and Louise on 
ponies, and the two little boys, Arthur | 
and Leopold. I actually drove in the | 
little carviage to the very top of Craig | 
Lowrigan, Grant and Duncan pushing | 
the carriage from behind. Sweet baby 
Beatrice we found at the top. The view 
was so fine, the day was so bright, the | 
heather so beautifully pink; but no 
pleasure, no joy all dead. Here at the 
top is the foundation of the cairn to be 
erected to my precious Albert. Land my 
poor six orphans all placed stones on it, | 
and our initials are to be placed on stones | 
round it. } 

Several succeeding entries in the diary | 
mention other visits to the Prince's cairn, | 
and vive family records and remarks of | 
the domestics. The following is an ex- 
ample of the latter : 


When near the cairn Grant said: “T 
thought you would like to be here to-day, 
on his birthday.” So entirely was he of 
the opinion that this beloved day, and 
even the Lith of December, the anniver- 
sary of his death, must not be looked 
upon as a day of mourning. There is so 
much good and strong faith in these 
simple people. 


In October, 1963, when making an ex- 
cursion from Balmoral to Clova the car- 
riage was overturned. The face and 
right hand of the Queen were bruised, 
and Brown's knees were badly liurt. 
The succeeding entries refer to Brown's 
injury: 


I was much distressed at breakfast to 
find that poor Brown had been dreadfully 
cut at the back of the knees, and he 
said nothing abont it. But to-day one 
became so inflamed and swelled somuch 
he could hardly move. The doetor said | 
he must keep it up as much as possible, 
and walk very little, but he did) not for- 
bid his going ont with the carriage. I 
did not go out in the morning. 


The next day, Oct. 12, she writes: 
Brown's leg is much better. The doe- 
tor thought he could walk over the lulls | 

to-morrow.

A hard wocden rocker may be made 
into a very comfortable easy chair with 
‘Take an old worn out 
comfortable or a feather pillow, it you 
have one to spare, and fit it to the bach 
Make a cushion for the 
chair out of any thick soft yoods and 
cover both with pretty flowered chintz 
If 
the chair isto be placed in the dining- 
room or kitchen, calico or yellow linen 
will make a suitable coving. Fasten ou 
to the chair by tapes or mbbous. 

Very daimty little foot-stools may be 
made for the parlor at small expense 
First purchase two wooden boxes abort 
a foot long and ten inches wide.
